I oiniug nearer home, Dixon 
eounty, Tenn., is covering her 
roads an average depth of six 
luetics aud is using the same ma 
terial as contemplate, | hy our 
Fiscal court for Fulton county 
roads.

Twelve feet for a much 
traveled road is not too wide 
Hut many thoroughfares in thi 
Fast, when- flic traffic is a hi in 
dred times greater than it will 
ever he on any road in Fultou 
county, are hut 1(1 and 11 feel 
in width.

Vet there seems little excuse tor 

the metaling of twelve let of 
surface, over a large |>«rt of the 
roads hi the county tor the ac 
couuuodat ion of not more than 
one or two families to the mi 
and where not over half a dozen 
vehicles and they mostly light 
ones, will pass in any twenty 
four hours. 

Mnt all this is with the St,,:, 
Highway Commissioner and the 
Fiscal Court aud should it lieeOUM 
a HgSBgggi as to how much can lie 
ex [tended on a mile of roadway.
